Water For Woodville Is Object 
Of Bond Election Set September 6 


Water for the town of Wood- 
ville ig sought by the newly- 
formed Woodville Public Utility 
district through a $33,000 bond 
issue that will be yoted upon by 
people of the district at an elec- 
tion set for September 6. 

The project, as proposed, will 
include a district well, probably 
about 600 feet in depth, a central 
supply tank and a pipe system 
that will extend threughout the 
170 acres of populated area in- 
eluded in the district, with 175 
hookups. 

Gontemplated ahains will start 
at 10 inch and scale down to 
eight, six and four inches, Twen- 
ty-four fire plugs will be in- 
eluded in the construction, mak- 
ing it possible to string fire 
hose to any point within the dis- 
trict. 

In eyent that the election car- 
ries, board members contemplate 
calling for job bids as soen as 
possible and, if unforseen ob- 
stacles are not encountered, the 
water system should be in opera- 
tion by November. Water will be 
metered to users.

In citrus orchards where short 
water supply is a. problem the 
trees can usually be kept in good 
condition by irrigating every other 
middle. In other words it is bet- 
ter to wet the soil in every other 
middie to a reasonable useful 
depth than to wet every middle to 
a shallow depth. 


Too early topping of cotton 
plants may do more harm than 
good, by stimulating growth of 
several side branches near the 
top of the plant. Topping is gen- 
erally not recommended, but in 
any case should not be done until 
the plants are maturing and vig- 
orous growth begins to slow down. 


Farmers who contemplate grow- 
ing grain this fall after summer 
sudan pasture should plan to ob- 
tain a supply of nitrogen fertili- 
zer. Grain will usually benefit 
from an application of 30 to 40 
lbs. of nitrogen per acre following 
sudan. 


Since peach sizing is so impor- 
tant this year it is recommended 
that discing, especially deep disc- 
ing, should not be practiced be- 
tween now and harvest. The feed- 
er roots which would tut off by 
discing are exceedingly important 
in obtaining required size.

Such produce is available, fresh picked, right in our own back 
yard, and if it was served fresh picked in season in our restaurants 
tourists who stop for a meal would indeed have something to talk 
about. And with the numbers of tourists who travel through Tu- 
lare county, that talk, in a short time, would extend across the 
nation. 

For example, a small card on restaurant tables and lunch 
counters, stating that peaches are now in season, and the placing 
of fresh peaches on the menu would add something to a meal that 
travellers would enjoy and would tell their friends back home 
about. Because any fruit or vegetable, served fresh, and by fresh 
we mean fruits and vegetables that are picked this morning and 
served today, will have a flavor that is unsurpassed—a flavor 
that has probably never been experienced by the easterner or mid- 
dlewesterner who does not have such fresh farm products available 
to him. 

For six or eight months out of the year, restaurants of Por- 
terville—of Tulare county—could feature fresh seasonable farm 
products.

Worrell, assistant County Farm 
advisor, comes a warning that 
cotton growers should exercise 
extreme caution with respect to 
application of new insecticides 
for the control of cotton insect 
pests. ; 
Control Measure 
Mr. Worrell, states that the 
mites can be controlled with para- 
thion and Pyro-phosphate insec- 
ticides if applied twice at an in- 
terval of six days with a thorough 
coverage of leaves and plants. He 
points out, however, that both 
these materials are highly poison- 
ous to warm-blooded animals 
and poultry and great care must 
be exercised in their use. 
Parathion and Pyro-phosphate 
ghould be applied only when there 
is no breeze, Mr. Worrel states, 
and in such a manner that dust 
will not drift to adjoining pas- 
tures or alfalfa. 
In event some of the insecticide 
reaches an alfalfa field or pas- 
ture the area should not be mow- 
ed or grazed for a period of at 
least two weeks.
